Bidding, which 


opened at 3 o'clock, upon the sale of 
$260,000 in 
general'city 
liability 


bonds, started way below par, with 
Stacey & Brown, an eastern con- 
cern, demanding 
a 
premium oJ 


$3,823 for disposing of the issue. 


The company offered -to furnish 


ihe legal opinion-and1 blaiV.;-.bonds 
Bidding continued for two 
hours, 


during which time the city officials 
pitted bid against bid until the fig- 
ure was at par. The William R 
Compton Co. was the first to bid on 
the issue at par. 
Other bids follow- 


ed slowly in which the city was of- 
fered a premium. It continued un- 
til the Continental and Commercia 
Trust and Savings bank of Chicago 
offered the city a premium of $500 
and agreed to furnish legal opinion 
and blank bonds. 
This offer was 


accepted by the city officials and the 
contract awarded. 


Despite the fact that Madison is 


tho only city in the state which pays 
annual interest, and for that reason 
bonds art generally less in demand 
the bidding was 
unusually 
keen 


among the 23 or so representatives 
of bond houses present. 
The first 


bid would have netted tha city only

GRANTSBURG — Any tendency 


toward increasing the . burdens -of 
taxation on real estate mea'ns re- 
tarding the building of homes and 
'.he development of northern Wis- 
:onsin, Go'v. John J. Elaine faid to- 
day, speaking here. 


Governor Blaine 
declared .that 


ir.nd. in whatever form it may be, 
,s the basis of this state's prosper- 
ity, 
and that 
every opportunity 


should be afforded to make possible 
the construction of Homes and the 
opening up of the vast area of cut- 
over land in the north for agricul- 
tural purposes. 
"We cannot hope or expect to con- 


tinue our agricultural development 
and prosperity if we 
continue to 


heap upon it the burdens of govern- 
ment," the governor continued. "It 
was my pleasure 
and 
my 
duty 


throughout the last session to re- 
mind the legislature that we should 
at this time make every effort to 
«qualize tho burdens of taxation, 
und at all times keep the expenses 
of government within our income. 
t 
"There were times when it was 


necessary for me to exercise the 
veto power of the governor in order 
to maintain the position I took, and 
I have no regrets since the closing 
of the legislature 
because of the 


exercise of such power. 
"In my recommendations to the hg- 


islature at the last session I urged 
the necessity of equalizing the bur- 
dens of taxation. 
The tax rate in 


the last ten years upon real and

The three boards created to' ad- 


minister the new $1,000,000 teach- 
ers' retirement fund law will meet 
here this afternoon to organize the 
machinery for operation of the pen- 
sion system durinfr its first year. 


Opening of school'' has brought 


thousands of teachers 
in all state 


educational institutions within the 
provisions of the law, and has pre- 
sented questions that demand im- 
mediate' atention, according to B. E. 
Loveland, secretary of the princi- 
pal governing body, the annuity 
board. 
The principal question before the 


annuity board this afternoon 
will 


bo to decide on a general policy to 
be followed in investing the teach- 
era' money.' On this board *J« 
Frank C. Blied, Madison; H. J. 
Mortenson, New Lisbon, M. N. Mac-

In a statement to the teachers to- 


day, 
Mr. Loveland outlines 
the 


general' working of the law, ex- 
plaining its main provisions which 
apply to all teachers over 25 years 
of age in every state school except 
those in Milwaukee, and to teachers 
below that age who elect to make 
the required aymcnts'. 


Application of the law to junior 


teachers, classified as those under 
25 years of age, is optional, while 
senior teachers, or those over 
25 


years of age are cquired to deposit 
five per cent of their salary each 
month. Hereafter no teacher will 
be assessed for the benefit of a gen 
era! fund, but -will deposit to 
an 


individual account for her own ben- 
efit.

ENERAL CORDONNIER, formerly commander of the 
French army'in the Orient, recently contributed a series of 


articles to La Democratic Nouwelle, under the title, "Parlons 
Dollars." 


His argument is, in substance, as follows: 
"Great Britain uses in her business pounds sterling, which 


are not pounds sterling; Italians use lire, which are not lire; the 
Germans are employing marks, which have a purchasing power 
about equivalent to our five-sous pieces; Russian rubles are mere 
scraps of paper; and Austrian crowns are worth little more; our 
franc on Monday is often quite a different thing from our franc 
the Saturday before. 


"This is making Germany's debt to us an unsubstantial 


thing, which may contract to the vanishing point. When we 
compute it in francs, one day's total is different from that of the 
day following. 


"Now,'the dollar is the only monetary unit that has remain- 


ed reasonably stable throughout the war. What America has 
spent with one hand, she has collected with the other; so today 
the paper dollar and the gold dollar are one and the same. 


"If we wish to measure the effect of our constant borrow- 


'nff and inflation upon our economic and financial situation, upon 
•>ur national income, upon the war profits of our corporations, 
•jpon our future, we must use the only fixed standard of money 
*hich survives—that is the dollar.'"
